The  campaign  of  rumor  and  innu- 
endo, it  must  be  admitted,  was  fed 
to  aome  ektent  by  tha  attadu  of 
aongamllTa  workaca  in  ttala  city 
who  ward  not  tatltfad  that  they  had 
had  thofer  fair  ihara  of  what  they 
considered  tha  9oUa  of  war— in 
other  words,  that  the  patraiage  sys- 
tPtn  had  not  been  carried  far 
enough  to  .suit  them. 

There  wa.s.  however,  at  no  tiine 
any  ground  for  the  report.s  .slating 
in  vpry  pxplini  tprms  thai  thi.s.  that 
or  the  other  leader  waa  about  to 
ooHZIr.'Mmle. 

WAS  DISMAL  PICTITRE 

What  appeared  in  the  local  press 
was  outrageous  enough,  but  it  prob- 
ably reached  Ottawa  in  an  exag- 
Kcrated  form.  At  all  event.s  thp  plc- 
lurp.  a.s  It  presented  itself  at  Ottawa, 
wa.s  one  of  chaotic  conditions  In  the 
political  administration  of  this  prov* 
ince. 

It  waa  knall  wonder,  tbarafoia, 
that  when  Dr.  Totanle  ratamad  Im 
should  have  taken  occasion  to  ad- 
minister sound  castlgatlon  to  the 
ofltonders,  who,  as  he  was  careful  to 
point  out,  were  not  entirely  limited 
to  the  fjpposltlon  press.

For,  at  times  likp  these,  particularly, 
it  Ls  playing  with  fire  to  weaken  the 
authority  of  the  Government  by 
fiuch  tactics  as  thoae  in  which  a  part 
of  the  press  of  this  prwrlttoe  In- 
dulges altogethar  too  racklssdy.

J.  B.  Williams,  the  city  soUeltor.  told 
the  Insurance,  financial  and  real

EVERLASTINGLY  SQUABBLING 
According  to  Mr.  Wmiams->-«nd 
there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  the  ac- 
curacy of  his  hnpresstana— British 
Columbia  is  regarded  at  Ottawa  as 
the  abode  of  people  who  are  ever- 
lasUnfly  squabUlng  among  them- 
seh>«a  and  with  their  Government, 
whers  to  attain  public  office  i.s  vir- 
tually to  go  into  the  pillory  and  be 
bespattered  with  mud,  and  where 
public  life  la  dMNraMIr  iMpped 
of  its  dignity.

tbe  sales  tax  Is  being  Increased  from  1  f  >  4 
pm  cent.

One  of  the  most  dLsappolntlng  Individual  re- 
sults of  the  last  Federal  election  was  the  defeat 
of  Majcr-Oaneral  A.  D.  McBae,  who  at  the  time 
was  organizer  of  the  Conservative  Party  in  the 
Dominion.
